Touching Scenes When Prisoners 


'Parted Their Families. 


Aa THE Stis "went to press yesterday 


Judge Sherman in the Cambridge court 
pronounced the life sentence upon Patrick 
Sullivan, Patrick J. Foley and Cornelius 
>"agle, the murderers ot Duroy S. Fos- 
ter. 


A r tithetic scene followed the announce- 


ment of the sentence. 
The young wife ot 


Foley clung to his-neck, sobbing as if her 
heart would break, until she was gently 
removed by the officers. • 


Sullivan's sister, .a young and remark- 


nbiy pretty girl, was almost stupefied as 
she saw her brother led away to spend the 
rust of his life in captivity. 
She crifid 


piteously, and clung to her brother as lie 
descended the stairs from the courtroom, 
•while her cries were pitiful. 


The father of Sullivan, a gray haired old 


roan of very respectable appearance, sat 
behind the dock and listened to the fate- 
ful words which condemned his son to a 
living death. During the interval oS 'M 
minutes, which preceded the passage of 
seutenco after the time set, the old man 
yat with bowed head, and a countenance 
on which grief was plainly pictured, a few 
feet in the rear of his captive son. 


The entrance of the prisoners to the 


courtroom a few minutes before 3 was 
signalized by an outburst of grief on the 
part of Sullivan's'wife, who clasped her 
husband around the neck, and clung to 
him, 
despite the efforts of the 
officers, 


until she fell in a faint. She was removed 
to an adjoining room, from which her 
sobs could be plainly heard in the court- 
room. 


Counsel for tie' prisoners and Dist. 


Att.y. Weir retired to the judge's room im- 
mediately on the arrival, of Judge Sher- 
man, and had a conversation 
-with the

AVhen.Judge Sherman had taken his 


Kr-.i qn the bench T>ist: Atty. "Weir briefly 
rt-cited the'circumstances of' the case,:say- 
•in;; that the defendants were convicted of 
murder in the second degree. They were 
Tried for the murder of Duroy S. Foster 
in Billerica .on . Sept. 12,.189.4, and con- 
victetl on June IS, 1895. , The case was 
taken to the "supreme court on exceptions, 
which were overruled last week, and he 
now prayed for sentence. 


Mr. Hamilton said that • since he came 


into court he had heard. of. something 
which he thought warranted him in ad- 
dre.ssing the court. He did not suppose 
up to that tima that there was anything 
further he could do for the prisoner for 
whose defence he had been assigned, but 
lie had learned since coming into court 
tl'.at there is a state of facts which might 
lead to a new trial. 


"I am told," said Mr. Hamilton, "that 


there is evidence •which, -if true, and as I 
say I have not had time to leara anything 
about it, would make it plain beyond a 
doubt that these men are not the ones who 
committed this crime. 
"It therefore seems to me, considering 


that this is an offense for which these 
>risoners can be sent to state prison for 
life and considering the fact that such 
a short time has elapsed since the case 
was sent down from the supreme court we 
ought to be given the fullest' opportunity 
to present 
whatever 
facts 'we" can 


properly present to the court regarding 
the case. 


"I would therefore ask that the sen- 


tence be postponed or suspended until 
the Febuary term of this court, now 
only a few weeks distant, so that- in 
the meantime we may have an oppor- 
tunity of looking into this evidence, and 
seeing whether it is such as we can 
present to the court or not." 


Dist. Attorney TTeir argued against the 


motion and it was refused. 


Judge Sherman said: 
This was a murder committed under 


peculiar circumstances, and as it hap- 
pened the commonwealth was able to 
trace the circumstances. And while the 
defendants were not expected to take the 
atand and testify themselves, and their 
not having-done 30 must'not and was-not 
allowed to weigh against them, still they 
made'no attempt to account for them- 
selves at the time that they were shown 
by • the government to have been' in 
Billerica... ' 


"Whatever they may have in mind, or 


might afterwards arise, I shall keep my 
mind open to receive it, but as the statn:e 
•was passed expressly to meet 'such a case, 
indthe defendants- have till .Tune next, 
nearly five months, to bring any newly 
discovered evidence before the justices 
•who tried them, I do rioti think any injury 
can be worked to their cause by imposing 
sentence at this time. Mr. Clerk, please 
announce the sentence." 


The clerk then announced the sentence 


of each in turn, Sullivan first standing up, 
then Foley,! and lastly itagle 
s

Oil the 2ith of February 185-i the city 


council of Lowell by concurrent votes of 
the two branches, passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the joint committee on streets to 
employ u city engineer at a salary not ex- 
ceeding .$1000 per year and a clerk at a 
salary not exceeding SlOO per year. 


On the 21st of February snid committee 


elected Josiah G. Chase clerk and city 
engineer "for the 
current municipal 


year," or "for one year from the 1st day 
of .April. 1854, and ending April 1st. 
1805." The committee decided upon no 
fixed compensation for Mr. Chase in 
either capacity. 


Mr. Chasp, continued as engineer till 


the 13th of January, 1855, when, he was 
notified that his successor 
bad been 


chosen. 


On the 10th of October, 1834, the city 


council passed a code of revised ordi- 
ances, which took effect on the first of 
Kovember ensuing, and provided that 
certain officers including a city engineer 
should be chosen by the city council by 
concurrent vote, in the month of January, 
or as soon after as may be, annually; and 
might be removed at auy time by the city 
council.

RASCAIJTT OP ENGLAND'S DESIGXS 


IN. VENEZUELA. 


The policy of England and her methods 


are well illustrated at the present juncture 
in the Transvaal in South Africa and 
nearer "home in Venezuela. At the pres- 
ent tiuie England has compromised her- 
self to such an extent -with European 
powers that she is threatened with war by 
an. alliance no less formidahle than of 
three powerful nations—Franca, Germany 
and Russia.. 


Why are they ao desperately opposed to 


England? 


Simply on account of her fixed policy of 


gobbling np weaker powers. 


"What was her design in the Trans- 


vaal? 


It was to create a little revolution 


against the Transvaal government as a 
pretext for her interference and for sub- 
jugating the little republic. 


But the insurrection did not occur and 


Dr. Jameson an<l his band o£ British free- 
hooters instead ol being reinforced by 
rebels were met by the loyal and heroic 
Boers, defeated, captured and marched 
into camp. Since that occurrence Eng- 
land's designs have been shown to the 
•world. She wanted the gold regions of 
the Transvaal..

A COXPDSION OP IDEAS. 


Senator Elktoi' .Views on the Tariff Quu- 


tltm Axe Somewhat Alired. 


In an interview with a protectionist 


newspaper in thia city, says tho Phila- 
delphia B&iord, In which Senator El- 
kins of West Virginia is doubtless cor- 
rectly quoted, he disuasses tho question 
of revenue 
legislation 
in congress. 


Among other things he says: '"We 
ruiRht put baak the McKinley rates on 
sugar. We mver gained anything by 
taking that dnty off sugar." 
Senator 


Elkins evidently refers to the sugar du- 
ties that existed beforo the McKinley 
tariff was enacted. The MoKinley tariff, 
as he must bo aware, despoiled the treas- 
ury of enormous revenues from these 
duties under pretense of making sngar 
free. 
At the same time a dnty of one- 


half a cent a pound was fixed nnou re- 
fined sugar, with the effect of charging 
upon American consumers that amount 
of tax for the whole supply of srigar, 
domestic as well as imported. While de- 
spoiling the treasury of its revenues the 
ITcKinloy tariff despoiled consumers for 
the aggrandizement of the Sugar trust. 


Surely neither Senator Elfcins nor any 


other Eepublican in congress can havS 
any serious purpose to restore tho Mc- 
Kiuley schedule on sugar. It wonld be 
almost as unjust to go back to the older 
tariff schedule on sugar, sinco the large 
amount of fiscal revenue which it would 
yield is not required. All tho change in 
tho sugar schedule that is needed is to 
substitute for.the ad valorem duty of 40 
per cent a specific duty of 1 cent a 
pound. When the present tariff was un- 
der consideration it was estimated that 
the ad valorem duty would be equiva- 
lent to th'e above specific rate, which 
was accordingly rejected. Bat experi- 
ence shows that the raw sugar is system- 
atically undervalued on the foreign 
invoices, and as a consequence the rev- 
enues from 
raw sugar, instead 
of 


amounting to $45,000,000, will not 
reach $30,000,000 a year. 


By making this simple change in ccl- 


lecting the sugar dnty not'less than 
$15,000,000 would be added to the rev- 
enues without increasing the bnrdens of 
consumers. The Republicans in congress 
say that they want to obtain -mora rev- 
enue for government; that they ara in 
favor of specific claries on sngiir, and that 
the Democrats in framing the present 
tariff imposed the ad valorem duty on 
sugar in corrupt subserviency to mo- 
nopoly. Here, then, is the Republican 
opportunity. By changing the duty on 
sugar the .Republicans in congress can 
get revenue enough to cover the treasury 
deficit and can show the country at tha 
same time how small is the influence of 
the Sugar trust upon their policy. They 
csin also remove tho suspicions -which 
cling to the McKinloy sngar schedule,' 
which, it should be said in justice 
Governor MeKmley, was framed after j 
his tariff bill was sent to the senate. 
I 


This subject is earnestly con.unend"(3 : 


to the consideration of Senator Elfcius, j 
who has his honors yet to win as a 1( •< 
islator and statesman. His views on the 
tariff, if correctly reported, evidently 
betray no small confusion of ideas.
